As the allied offensive in 


Macedonia continues to develop 
the impression is growing that 
an operation of major propor- 
tions may have been begun 
there. 
The front where the 


fighting is'going on is almost 
shut off from the world and ex- 
cept for official reports there are 
few details known (as to the 
progress of the entente forces. 
However, tte attack which was 
launched on Sunday is still go- 
nig on ai:d is gaining important 
ground east of Monastir. 


Sofia admits that the allies 


have been successful at some 
points and says that tne Bul- 
garian troops have been -with- 
drawn to positions further north. 
This may be taken as confirma- 
tion of the reports from allied 
sources telling of the success of 
the drive over the high ridges 
which the Teutonic powers have 
held for the past 18 months or 
more. 


Maps of tne region where the 


battle is being fought show tha. 
the allies have carried valuable 
positions on high ground and 
that it is possible that they have 
passed through the zone where 
the hardest resistance -might be 
expected. 


Two months ago this morning, 


the allies struck the western 
flank of the German forces m 
the Marne salient. At the time 
that General Mangm hurled the 
French and -American armies in 
{hat- sector against the enemy 
-the movement was believed to 
-be but a counter offensive and 
- .that -Marshal 'Eoch - had-.-merslsL 


seized, on the- opportunity, pro- 


- sented-by- the'German offensive 


begun on July 15 to strike a 
Tblow that might .defeat tha*, ef- 


f ore to capture Rheims and per- 
haps drive the German wedge 
nearer to Paris. 
Viewed'in the light of events 


that'have since transpired, the 
attack against the Germans on 
July 18 was really the first step 
in a masterly campaign which 
has not only wrested the initia- 
tive from the Germans, but has 
forced them back along the line 
from Ypres to Rheims to vir- . 
tually the lines where they 
stood before they began their 
mieKiest drive of the war on 
March 21. -With the exception, 
of narrow strips of ground in 
the Flanders sector from east 01 
Bapaume to the St. Gobain for- 
est and along the Aisne between 
Vauxaillon and. Rheims, the 
German success of the spring 
and early summer have been li- 
quidated. . In addition the Ger- 
mans have lost vital positions 
before Arras and have been 
forced to retreat from the St.
